The strangest phenomenon in con- 
rection with the appalling increase in 
trade crossing accidents is.that in- 
stead of trains striking automobiles, 
more and more autos are running into 
trains, 

“Fourteen per cent of all the per- 
sons killed in crossing accidents on 
che New York Centra! Lines in 1924,” 
said Chas. E. Hill, General Safety 
Agent, “lost their lives driving into 
he sides of trains, In 1925 this pro- 
dortion increased to 221% per cent, no 
ewer than 70 being killed and 350 
njured in this way. Nearly one- 
fourth. of those killed and injured at 
‘rossings ran into trains! It seems 
neredible, but the figures cannot be 
lisputed. 

“Let me give you some examples of 
vhat the railroads have to contend 
vith, all happening on the New York 
ventral Lines, which have less than 
3 per cent of the total mileage in the 
'nited States, in a period of six days. 

“An intoxicated woman drove thru 
i gate at a crossing in Indiana, break- 
ng the gate and then ran into a 'tele- 
vyhone pole, smashing her car. 

“Two days later an _ intoxicated 
nan, disregarding a watchman’s 
varning, drove on to a crossing, also 
n Indiana, then turned off on to the 
rack, tipping his car over, He ran 
ff and escaped, but his companion, 
xeing too drunk to run, was arrested. 
Jn the same day in the same town.a 
yoman, also drunk, drove into the 
ide of a car being moved by a switch 
ongine. 

“On the following day a drunken 
iriver ran over a child near this same 
‘own. In trying to escape he drove 
is car into the forty-sixth car back 
‘rom the locomotive at a crossing. 
Tis companion, also intoxicated, was 
‘ied; the driver was arrested. 

“A party of six persons returning 
rom a funeral in Ontario, drove into 
he side of a freight train and five of 
he six were killed. The driver was a 
‘farmer in- the neighborhood, well ac- 
juainted with the. locality, the eross- 
ng was considered one of the best on 
che line and it was broad day. Two 
day jJater a man drove his car 
against the engine of a passenger 
train in Hinois and'was killed—seven 
<iled in six days by running -into 
trains of a single railroad system. 
“These examples are characteristic 
of what railroads everywhere have to 
‘ontend with. ‘They show the need® of 
sublic co-operation, if grade crossing 
vcidents are ta be reduced.”
